Discovery docks with Mir, 
astronaut rejoins Americans 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
<AP) — Bearing hugs and gifts, 
; Americans arrived at the Russian 
; space station Mir for one last visit 
•Thursday and picked up U.S. 
astronaut Andrew Thomas for 
the ride home after four months 
in orbit. 

“It’s really a wonderful 
moment for me," Thomas 
gushed. 

Thomas climbed aboard 
Discovery as soon as the shuttle 
slid up to Mir and the hatches 
swung open. He was the seventh 
and final American to live on the 
aging Russian outpost, spending 
130 days aboard. 


Mir held steady, its automatic 
steering system working fine 
after a recent three-day break- 
down, as Discovery gently 
latched on 240 miles above the 
Russian-Kajzak border near the 
Caspian Sea. 

“You can’t imagine how won- 
derful it was to look out the win- 
dow ... and see a bright point of 
light across from the horizon, 
which 1 knew to be the shuttle,” 
said Thomas, a 46-year-old 
Australian-born engineer. “I 
spent the afternoon watching it 
slowly grow in size os it loomed 
up dose to us. It was really an 
absolutely magnificent sight.”

I f the cigarette bill were truthfully 
labeled, it would be called “The Na- 
tional Tobacco Policy and Lawyer 
Enrichment Act." 

It’s welfare for lawyers: a brazen mod- 
el of social injustice. We assess poor and 
moderate-income people (smokers) to 
reward a few wealthy lawyers - many' of 
them multimillionaires and some poten- ■ 
tial billionaires. We launder the process 
by having the tobacco companies collect 
the money (through higher prices) and . 
“pay” the lawyers. Because tobacco 
companies are seen as more vile thnn 
trial lawyers, this ma kes the whole pro- 
cess seem respectable. : _ : . 

The sums are immense. In Florida, the 
attorneys hired by the state to sue the 
industry claim fees equal to 25 percent 
of the 5113 billion settlement; that’s 
523 billion over 25 years. In Texas, it’s 
15 percent of a $153 billion settlement, 
or $23 billion over 25 years. In Minneso- 
. to, the fees seem more modest, 5441 mil-

The hourly rates strain belief. Lester 
Bnckman of the Cardoza School of Law, 
an expert in fees, estimates that the 
Texas lawyers spent at most 25,000 
hours on their cose, which never went to 
trial A 523 billion settlement values 
their time at 592,000 an hour.

. SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Commissioner 
David Stem spent Thursday wringing his 
hands over, the economic state of the NBA, 
explaining how some of his teams were swim- 
ming in a sea of red ink and looking for a life 
raft from the players. 

Where have we heard that before? 

This has been the standard message of 
league commissioners, the necessary rhetoric 
of collective bargaining. 

And then, after finishing his passionate pre- 
sentation on dollar signs and decimal points. 
Stern was asked about the last days of 
Michael Jordan. 

Suddenly, all the gloom and doom disap- 
peared, extinguished by memories of Michael 
If this is the end of the Jordan era, then he 
leaves a legacy that will be hard to match, and 
Stem knows it These two men are inexorably - 
linked by time. Stem elected commissioner in 
February 1984, Jordan a rookie the following 
fall. It has been an extraordinary time for 
both men, a time when the 
NBA flourished in no small 
measure due to their 
efforts. Stem is a hard- 
nosed lawyer, but wdiep.it 
comes to Jordan, the soft 
side of the commissioner 
surfaces. 

He knows very well how 
much Michael has meant 
to this league. 

Stem said Jordan’s tim- 
ing was, like most of what 
Michael does, impeccabl e . 

"Michael Jordan came 
ijlong at a time when there were enor mous 
"other changes taking place tn sports," "the 
commissioner said. “And he was at the inter- 
section, an ex traordinary player of skill that 
may or may not be duplicated, with an extra- 
ordinary personality. A very nice person that 
you’d like to have as your friend.” 

And, by the way, he happened to be black. 
That was no small issue for Stem, for the 
league and for its players. There was a time 
when the blackness of the NBA was a concern,'
